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"THE ACADEMIC DECATHLON 
was a good experience," said Ron Knoche, 
senior. "Not only did you have to be 
knowledgeable of all the academic subjects 
but you also had to be able to communicate 
well." 

On Saturday, Feb. 8, 1991, seven North 
Scott students participated in the United 
States Academic Decathlon. The members 
of the team were Sheri Catlin, Bob Kilzer, 
Ron Knoche, Mary Pittman, Cathy Roesler, 
Adrian Sherrill and Matt Teeples. 

THE DECATHLON was held at Plesant 
Valley High School where eight local high 
schools competed to win the honors to 




advance to the national level. 

The day consisted of each student taking 
a series of six tests on the subjects of 
mathematics, science, social studies, 
economics, langugae and literature and fine 
arts. 

EACH STUDENT also gave a four- 
minute prepared speech, an impromptu 
speech and had an interview with the 
judges. 

The tests were scored and the top 15 
scores were announced. Points were given 
to the individuals as to the number of 
correct answers on the tests and also were 
tabulated on the team score. There were 



points given for the speech and interview 
competitions as well. 



AT THE END of the day there was a 
Super Quiz competition in which everyone 
from each of the three levels — honors, 
scholastic and varsity — went on stage and 
were asked ten questions on space 
exploration. Points were alloted to the team 
for this event. 

Ron Knoche, who was in the scholastic 
division, was awarded a first place medal in 
the science test, was in the top 15 in the 
interview and placed second overall.

EVERYTHING FROM CHANGES in the school to the 
Milli Vanilli lip-synching fraud to Operation Desert Shield to 
twins at North Scott were subjects of Lance stories and 
editorials this year. 

Whatever topic The Lance covered from the first issue on 
Sept. 26 to the ninth and final issue in mid-May, more than 
6,000 people each month had the opportunity to see North 
Scott's student newspaper. That is true because The Lance is 
included as an insert in the North Scott Press weekly 
newspaper once each month during the school year. In 
addition, about 500 copies were distributed free each month at 
school - often with an additional six or eight "Extra" pages 
that were not part of the NSP insert. The "Extra" editions were 
produced so the 14-person staff - largest in many years - had 
ample room for coveragewhile keeping costs down. 

FOR THE THIRD year, The Lance was produced camera- 
ready on the publications department's two Macintosh SE 
desktop computers and the Apple LaserWriter II printer. 

Co-Editors Sheri Catlin and Jacque Hammes combined to 
lead the staff through a challenging and successful year. 

Other '90-91 staff members were Greg Langfitt, photo 
editor; Brant Peitersen, entertainment editor; Kimm Meyers, 
news editor; Tracy Coulter, special projects editor; Cy Miller, 
general assignment; Ryan Riewerts, columnist; Beth Moore, 
opinion writer; Mark Szemkus, music reviewer; Sarah Rashid 
and Alisa Ulloa, sports editors; Tamara Stolpe, advertising 
director; Brian Wallis, research editor. 

The first four issues of the '90- '91 Lance were printed in an 
8 1/2x11 magazine style but, to take advantage of lower 
publishing costs, the final five issues were produced in a 
tabloid, 11x17 format, the same as the North Scott Press .

*91 Shield staff 'Rocks On' 
to capture Lancer lifestyles 



MAKING A YEARBOOK special, making it reflect as uniquely 
as possible one particular year in the life of a high school is a far 
more difficult task than most understand. That reality set in quickly 
for the Shield staff when school started in late August and continued 
to make an impression until the final deadline was met in late March. 
In between, well, maybe you had to be there.... 

For the record, though, the Shield staff shot approximately 3,000 
photos, used more than 400 feet of 35mm film, used over 40 gallons 
of darkroom chemicals, used more than 1 ,000 sheets of 5 x 7 photo 
paper, contacted nearly 100 potential advertisers, created dozens of 
pieces of art, attached about 2,000 stickers to the backs of photos 
and spent more than $15,000 - but no tax money. The yearbook 
budget depends upon the sales of the book itself, advertising and 
miscellaneous income. 

THE MAJOR DIFFERENCE in the organization of the 
yearbook staff this year was the addition of two teachers — Bemie 
Peelers, art instructor, and Denny Hennigan, English instructor. 
Peelers and Hennigan volunteered to assist with the yearbook rather 
than perform duties as study hall monitors or cafeteria supervisors. 

Hennigan focused primarily on developing a strong advertising 
effort, one that has been very successful. 

Pectcrs used his art expertise to assist the art students on the staff 
in designing the beautiful cover, the division pages and many other 
art elements for the ’91 Shield. Mike Kielkopf was the adviser. 

Including many stressful and lonely hours after school working on 
the Macintosh SE’s, Co-Editors David Kilzer and Amy Drenter led a 
team effort that has resulted in the 1991 Shield. We tried to be fair 
and accurate. We hope you enjoy our efforts.

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Rebuilding year short on wins 



BEFORE THE SEASON began. Lancers’ 
Head Coach Dean Brunson knew it could be a 
lough year. He had few experienced players and 
little size, but he hoped that the team's 
outstanding quickness could lead them to some 
upsets during the last half of the year. 
Unfortunately, things didn't work out that way. 

At the end of January, however, it looked as 
if North Scott might be ready to follow that pre- 
season script. 

AT THAT TIME, coming off a solid 77-63 
win over Vince Jackson and Davenport Central, 
the Lancers overall record was 5-6. A shot at a 
winning season and a strong finish seemed 
possible. But then came February. 

"We went O-for-February, easily our worst 
stretch of the year," Brunson admitted. March 
didn't provide any improvement. As a result, the 
Lancers didn't win a game from Jan. 26 through 
their season-ending loss in the tourney opener 
to Bettendorf on March 4. Bettendorf went on 
to join Mississippi Athletic Conference partner 
Davenport West in the boys state tournament in 
Des Moines. 

After the early-season victories, perhaps the 
highlight of the last half of the year came at 
Davenport Assumption on Feb. 23. 

ASSUMPTION, WHICH went on to the 
state tournament in the small school class, was 
fortunate to nip the Lancers 77-74. 

Jeff Johannsen was nearly unstoppable as he 
poured in 26 points against the Knights, 
including six three-pointers. For the night, Jeff 
went 8-17 from the field, drained all four of his 
free-throw attempts and grabbed a game-high 
I 10 rebounds for good measure. 



Ryan Fier added 18 points and freshman 
Luke Smith tossed in 10. 

It may have been a game North Scott 
deserved to win, but controversy helped doom 
the Lancers to another close defeat 

The two teams were tied at 36 at halftime and 
traded the lead several times in the second half 
before Assumption nailed down the win. 

"THIS WAS A CONTROVERSIAL 
game," Brunson said, "highlighted by Ryan 
Fier's dismissal from the game midway through 
the fourth quarter by the official scorekeeper’s 
assigning him a fifth foul that no others at the 
scorer's table could account for. 

"The fact that officials at the scoretable were 
simultaneously watching the Iowa-Illinois game 
via a mini-TV during our game," Brunson said, 
"lends itself to severe criticism for the game 
management on the part of the host team." 

FRESHMAN LUKE SMITH, a guard, 
made North Scott boys basketball history by 
becoming the first freshman ever to spend the 
season on the varsity squad. 

Seniors Jeff Johannsen and Ryan Fier, team 
leaders all year, closed their careers in great 
style despite the lop-sided, season-ending 
tournament loss to Bettendorf. 

EVEN THOUGH BETTENDORF built a 
43-14 lead and coasted in for the 82-58 win, 
Johannsen and Fier put on a show for the 
Lancers. Johannsen scored 21 of North Scott's 
23 first-half points on 7-of-ll field goal 
shooting and six-of-six at the free-throw line. 

Fier then took over in the second half, 
scoring 16 points on a series of long-range 
jumpers and twisting drives.

Approximately 750 copies were produced. We thank 
you all for letting us share this recording of the year.
